He got married the 
other day, and the first thing this wise 
woman of Tekoa did was to take his 
raanuseript, and insert at short intervals, 
in red ink, 'Don't holler so loud !' The 
congregatinn were highly amused when 
they heard of this scheme for their bene- 
fit, but I understand it works well."
